Sea Trials Of New 
Sub Start Monday 


WASHINGTON UP — The Nauti­ 
lus, world’s first atomic submarine, 
will start her sea trials on Monday, 
about two months earlier than ex­ 
pected. 
The Navy announced late Friday 
the Nautilus would move from her 
fitting dock at Groton, Conn., for 
surface tests involving her propul­ 
sion equipment. The revolutionary 
submarine is rigged with atomic, 
diesel and electric motive power fa­ 
cilities. 
A second 3,000-ton atomic-pow­ 
ered submarine — The Sea Wolf — 
is under construction at the Groton 
yards. Two more atomic subma­ 
rines have been authorized.

A Good W ord For Coyotes 
W 
The coyote long has been rated as the No. 
I public enemy in vast sections of the West. 
He raids chicken houses, attacks livestock 
and leaves losses and angry farmers in his 
wake. Organized groups exist in some 
states to track down and kill the ravaging 
animals. 
But perhaps the coyote has been unduly 
maligned. Specialists at Kansas State Col­ 
lege think so. They have concluded that the 
prairie wolf does more good than harm. 
Their finding is based on a careful study of 
his habits. 
They concede that coyotes relish a meal 
of chickens, calves or sheep. But actually 
those victims compose only nine per cent of 
his diet. Rabbits, themselves considered 
farm pests, make up 56 per cent of the coy­ 
ote’s bill of fare. Decaying carcasses of farm 
animals account for 25 per cent and rodents 
IO per cent. 
While the average coyotes causes losses to 
livestock and poultry population of $20, he 
destroys IOO rabbits and 2,000 mice a year 
and the damage they could cause to crops 
and other farm vegetation is placed at $50. 
Individual farmers can point to far larg­ 
er losses to coyotes and that is true for en­ 
tire neighborhoods which have concentra­ 
tions of marauders, but the fact seems to be 
that the coyote has some good points.
